WASHINGTON UP)—The ev ents that hav e raised the 
cranberry from the bog to the nation’s headlines spotlight 
the power of the gov ernment in guarding the nation’s food 
supply . 
For half a centu ry this p ower 
has ex isted, bu t “the cranberry 
ep isode.’* as Secretary of Welfare 
Arthu r S. Flemming calls it, marks 
one of its most sweep ing ap p li­ 
cations. 
Formal cou rt actions, filed this 
week in San rancisco, asked sei­ 
zu re of two small ship ments—a 
total of 14 tons—of allegedly con­ 
taminated West Coast cranberries. 
Bu t the incident is affecting, at 
least temp orarily , an entire crop , 
These Dev elopments 
There were these dev elop ments: 
1.

Inc., a major grower coop erativ e, 
say s it is mov ing q u ickly to assay

2. The Army and Nav y su sp end­ 
ed u se of cranberries grown in 
Washington and Oregon, bu t will 
p ermit u se of those it can p rov e 
grew elsewhere. 
3. The New Jersey Farm Bu reau 
said it will seek gov ernment p ay ­ 
ments to farmers for sales they 
hav e lost as a resu lt of the con­ 
trov ersy . 
4. The National Grange, meet­ 
ing in Long Beach, Calif,, demand­ 
ed that federal officials ap p ear 
and ex p lain why the crackdown 
was ordered. 
Started in 1957 
The ep isode had its origins in 
1957 when some cranberry grow­ 
ers adop ted a new weap on in 
their u nending war against weeds. 
It was Aminotriazole (p ronou nced 
a-meen-o-try ’-a-aole), a sy nthetic 
chemical killer that was still u n­ 
dergoing some tests by its manu ­ 
factu rer and had not y et been reg­ 
istered with the Dep artment of Ag­ 
ricu ltu re. 
After the cranberries were har­ 
v ested, insp ectors for the Food 
and Dru g 
Administration 
fou nd 
one-third of the berries grown in 
Oregon and Washington showed 
traces of the p esticide. So did a 
small amou nt from Massachu setts. 
Meanwhile, 
the 
mau factu rer, 
American Cy anamid Co., condu ct­ 
ed tests to see if Aminotriazole 
wou ld hav e any dangerou s effects 
if absorbed by hu mans. The long, 
p ainstaking stu dies were finally 
comp leted last May . 
Rats Get Cancer 
Rats, fed steady q u antities of 
the chemical, dev elop ed cancer of 
the thy roid. The concentrations fed 
to the rats were mu ch stronger 
than those fou nd on the tested 
berries. No tests were made of the 
chemical’s effects on hu man be­ 
ings, bu t the conclu sion, based on 
the ex p eriment with rats, was 
that Aminotriazole might be a can­ 
cer-cau sing agent. 
The basic legislation u nder which 
the gov ernment acted goes back 
to 19 06 when the original Food and 
Dru g Act was p assed. Bu t in the 
cranberry ep isode the FDA is re­ 


ly ing mainly on an amendment 
p assed by Congress in 19 58 which 
forbids the u se in goods of any 
chemical that p rodu ces cancer in 
test animals — as the Amino­ 
triazole did in rats.

E. P. Sy lwester, p rofessor of 
botany and p lant p athology , said 
Wednesday ISU haji recommended- 
ed the chemical, Aminotriazole, 
for killing Canadian thistle and 
q u ack grass. 
Iowa farmers, he said, u se it to 
kill these weeds before p lanting 
corn, sorghu m and soy beans. It 
has been cleared by the Federal 
Food and Dru g Administration for 
this p u rp ose, he added. 
Cau se of concern in the cran­ 
berry indu stry is a gov ernment 
disclosu re that some Washington 
and Oregon cranberries were con­ 
taminated 
by the 
weed 
killer, 
which has cau sed cancer in rats 
in laboratory tests. 
The way to u se it in the field, 
Sy lwester said, is to sp ray it on 
growing 
weeds, 
wait 
abou t 
a 
week, p low the weeds u nder and 
then p lant the crop . 
“There is no carry ov er in the 
soil as far as we can determine,’’ 
he added.

E very once in a wh ile you'll see 
h im look at th e wall clock to be 
sure be scrubs th e full five m in ­ 
utes t h a t ’s generally req uired for 
satisfactory p rep aration of th e tools 
of h is trade. 
If you ask th e surgeon w h y h e 
still 
sticks 
to 
th e 
old-fash ioned 
scrub wh en h e could save time, 
skin and elbow grease by sim p ly 
swish ing h is h ands th rough a germ - 
killing solution, h e ’ll p robably tell 
you h is surgical conscience w on’t 
p erm it h im to take a sh ort cut at 
th e exp ense of h is p atient's safety. 
After th e op eration 's over, you 
m ay be surp rised to see th a t th e 
surgeon uses only a ligh t p rotective 
dressing 
for th e wound. 
If

• F or skin care, bath e or sh ow er 
at least once each day.

• To p revent rough ness or scal­ 
ing, esp ecially of h ands and feet, 
ap p ly any p op ular brand of silicone 
oil on arising and on retiring. 
• F or routine m outh care, re ­

teeth im m e diate ly after 
each m eal. If you h aven 't dental 
floss or a tooth p ick, use y our fin­ 
gernail. A fter rem oval of food p a r ­ 
ticles, * you can blush your teeth 
w ith a sim p le lath er m ade from 
h and soap . Rinse m outh with w arm 
w ater from th e tap . 
D entrifices 
th at 
contain 
a b r a ­ 
sives injure tooth enam el just as 
san dp ap e r injures your skin. G e r­ 
m icides and deodorants a re use­ 
less. Following th e exam p le of th e 
surgeon wh o rem oves dirt 
from 
under h is nails with 
an orange 
stick, dep end on m ech anical m e th ­ 
ods to get rid of visible foreign 
m atter. 
Do not use a vaginal douch e w ith ­ 
out your doctor’s consent. Ask h is 
p erm ission to douch e with a q ua rt 
of w arm tap w a te r containing two 
to four tablesp oonfuls of h ouseh old 
vinegar.

Crittenden survived the wreck 
without serious injury and often 
told of peering from the b rok en 
car windows and watching Jones’ 
b ody b eing carried to an am b u­ 
lance. 
Crittenden 
deadheaded

fleet into Memphis where Casey 
and his Negro fireman, Sim Web b , 
hitched their engine onto the train 
for the run through Viaden and 
into Canton, Miss. 
They were an hour and 30 min­ 
utes b ehind schedule as they pull­ 
ed out of Memphis. But mak ing 
up lost time was a challenge to 


Casey and his ‘‘Cannonb all Ex­ 
press.” 


Crittenden slept as Casey b last- 
od through the night with his en­ 
gine whistle shriek ing his famous 
whippoorwill signal.
